These  are  pure 

and  harmless.     If  the  pacfeige  hears  a  lahel  stating  that  it  contains  a 

certified  color,   the  purchaser  ma3'  feel  assured  that  it  is  a  safe  kind  of 

dye. 

In  order  to  assure  the  iDuhlic  of  pure  and  wholesome  colors,  the  Ad- 
ministration issues  numhered  cert  if  iC'?.tes  to  all  m.anufacturer  s  who  submit 
samples  of  each  "batch  of  dye  for  examin>.-,tion,  xorovided  the  samples  meet  the 
rigid  requirements  for  purity.     Suc:i  colors  are  kno'vm  as  "certified"  colors. 
There  are  15  different  coal-tar  dyes  on  the  Government's  permitted  list, 
including  4  shades  of  red,  1  shade  of  orange,  5  yellows,  3  greens,  and  2 
"blues.     A  great  ma.ny  shades  can  "be  made  from  these  colors. 
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
